AN ORDINANCE OF THE CITY 
OF ALBANY AMENDING THE 
ALBANY CITY CODE, 1958, BY 
ADDING ARTICLE IV_ TO

GAS AND ELECTRICITY USERS

THE COUNCIL OF THE CITY 
OF ALBANY DOES ORDAIN AS

Section 1; That the Albany City 
Code, 1958, is hereby amended by 
adding Article IV to Chapter 25 
thereof, which said Article shall 
hereafter read as follows: 


“CHAPTER 25. TAXATION. 

“ARTICLE IV, TELEPHONE, 
rae AND ELECTRICITY USERS 

“Sec. 25.35. Declaration. The 
tax imposed pursuant to this Ar- 
ticle is levied solely for the pur- 
pose of providing revenue for the 
usual current expenses of the 
City. The tax imposed by this 
Article is not for regulatory pur- 
poses, 

“Sec, 25.36. Definitions. Ex- 
cept where the context otherwise 
requires, the definitions contained 
in this Section shall govern the 
construction of this Article:
